‘One reason that stations are increasing their power is because 
the areas they are licensed to serve have outgrown theirs gnals, 
and the stations are now unable to service the entre market they 
were licensed to service. in Los Angeles, unbridled and 
unmanaged growth, commonly known as urban sprawl, las 
pushed suburbs and other outlying areas of che city beyond 
KFWB's SKW signal. Managements hoping the SOW signal 
will bring in more listeners, 

In the Mid-Atlantic region, station WWRC in Washington 
‘cannot cover tts entire market with its SKW sygmal due to low 
‘ground conductivity and because its located in the muddle of 
the large Eastern Seaboart market where closely spaced sta- 
tions interfere with each other, said Walden and AM radio 
activist Peter George. 

Due to the conductivity handicap, AMs in these areas need 
increased power to compete with FM, Walden said.

BEN DANGERFIELD'S DAYTIME DX IN MALLORCA 
Daytime DX from the Spanish island of Mallorca might be the best I have ever encountered. 
Mallorca is about 150 miles from Algiers, and more or less the same distance from Spain's 
northeast coast. It is less than 300 miles from Sardinia and Corsica, more than 300 miles to the 
French Riviera, about 400 miles to Tunisia. The Italian mainland is over 600 mites east, while 
parts of Morocco are 500 miles southwest. Our hotel was on the southeast corner of the istand, 
about 30 miles from Palma. I did my band scan out on a patio next to the beach on my Sony SW1 
with plugged in whip antenna and on batteries. In my rating system, D means daytime. 1 is local 
quality, 2 is semi-local, 3 not quite as good, 4 is fair, and 5 is barely readable.Hours are 1200-1500. 
Sunset was at 1800 local.

R-390A Filter Mod 32... by vatias tankford 


If you have done my “Collins Torsion Mechanical Filter For The R-390A" 
mod (DX News Vol. 61, No. 2 - Oct. 11, 1993, pages 23-27; or Hollow State 
Newsletter Wo, 30, pages 2-8, for HSN contact Ralph Sanserino, P.O. Box 1831, 
Perris, CA 92572-1831 and include SASE for info sh ), or have done my improved 
and simpler “R-390A Filter Mod 2," (to appear in DXN, DXM, and KSN), chen 
my latest R-390A filter wod aay be just the thing you have been waiting for. 


The purposes of the previous tvo R-390A filter mods were to establish 
a 6 KHz 6W as the widest BY for the R-390A and at the same time to provide 
a 6 KHz bandwidth for the R-390A, to increase the R-390A close-in 3ra order 
Antercepts for all non-crystal filter bandvidths, and to protect the R-390A 
mechanical filters from excessive RF levels due to very strong nearby signals. 


The disadvantage of those mods is that the B Kz and 16 KHz BW positions 
of the front panel BW switch provide the sane 6 Kiiz BY. Wouldn't it be nice, 
T thought, 1f the 16 KHz mechanical filter were replaced with a 3 Riz BW filter? 
That would provide 2, 3, 4, and 6 KHz bandwidth for such a wodified B-390A, 
vhich would be as many bandwidths as a DXer could reasonably wish for. The 
down side here is that the bandwidths would not be in sequential order, but 
I just vasn‘e up co the task of shifting the 8 Kz mechanical filter to the 
16 KHz position, the 4 KH filter to the 8 X¥z position, and then installing 
the 3 KHz filter in the newly vacated 4 KHz pocition. Anyone who has fiddled 
around with the R-390A mechanical filters in the IP subchassis knows that 
such a project vould not be a weekend project. 


For a 3 Ke filter, I decided to use one of Kiwa Electronics (Craig 
Stegenthaler, 612 South 14th Avenue, Yakima, WA 98902, phone (509) 453-5492) 
CLF-D2-K filters. Putting this 3 KHz ceramic filter into an R~390A If subchassis 
in place of the 16 Kz mechanical filter turned out to be a toughie. Two 
problens were encountered: reducing signal levels into the ceramic filter 
(the ceramic filter has much less loss then R-390A mechanical filters when 
properly impedance matched), and signal leakage. To equalize signal throughput 
a resistor divider network was used ahead of the ceramic filters see the "After 
schematic below. To eliminate signal leakage, a flange was fabricated from 
0.015 inch copper sheet (copper gutter stock, available at sheet metal shops), 
tinned, and assembled with to etched PC boards so that the ceramic filter 
input and output pias were isolated from each other by the flange. The flange 
wes made approximately the same oize as an R-390A mechanical filter flange, 
so that the ceremte filter assembly could be bolted (just like an R-390A 
mechanicel filter) into the vacated 16 Kz IF subchassis hole. The flange, 
with ceramic filter passing through it, also acts ae an RF barrier to help 
shield the input and oucput impedance matching transformers TI and 12 from 
each other. 


As can be seen from the "Before and "After" schematics below, the 16 Kiz 
mechanical filter was removed vith C507 (51 pF) still attached to the mechanical 
fflter pins, The other 51 pF fixed value (silver mica) capacitor was left 
in situ, attached co the lugs of C571, the output 50 pF variable ceramic trimmer. 
‘This is the “natural” way to remove a mechanical filter from an R-390A IF 
subchagsis in preparation for doing a filter mod using tuned primary impedance 
watching craneformers, as I did. Consequently, a 300 pF silver mica capacitor 
was added (in parallel) co the lugs of C56 (the input 50 pF variable ceranic 
trimmer) to permit the primary of Tl te be tuned to resonance at 455 KHz using 
564, and a 250 pF silver mica capacitor (actually 180 pF paralleled wich 
62 pF) vas added (in parallel) co the lugs of C571 (the output 50 pF variable 
ceramic trimer) to permit the primary of TZ to be tuned to resonance at 455 
Riz using C571; see the “After” schematic below.

‘A PC board layout of the 
fileer od is given at left. The 
PC board was etched, and then cut 
along the dashed line. The short 
part extends below the IF chassis, 
and the longer part extends above 
the chassis. The ceramic filter 
was soldered to one of the PC 
doard pieces (it does not matter 
which one), and then the unsoldered 
end of the ceramic filter was 
“Chinese puzzled" through # small 
rectangular hole in the flange, after which the ground plane of the PC board 
with filter attached vas soldered to the flange. Next, the other PC board 
piece was inserted onto the unsoldered ceramic filter pins and then soldered 
at the pins, and along the ground plane and flange boundary. Finally, the 
remaining parts of the filter were soldered to the completed PC board and 
flange assembly, the completed assembly was mounted in the vacant mechanical 
filter hole, the remaining wires were attached (points A, B, C, and D on the 
schematics), and the 250 pF and 300 pF fixed silver mica capacitors installed 
at the lugs of the variable ceramic trimmers. To simplify installation, mall 
pins about the eame size as the mechanical filter pins were press-fitted and 
soldered to the tvo pairs of PC board pads at each end of the PC beard. To 
conserve space, 330 chm and 1800 ohm surface mount resistore were used (the 

PC board is laid ovt for surface mount resistors). 


To align the ceramic filter input and output transformers, the variable 
ceramic trimmers 564 and C571 must be adjusted. Set the bandwidth shaft 
te the 16 KHz position, remove the mechanical filter cover ({f not already 
removed), and with the R390A tuned to a steady signal (one of the 100 Kiz 
calibration points will euffice), adjust C571 (the top trimer) for maximum 
signal. To adjust C564 (the side trimmer), tilt the IF subchassis so that 
C564 4s accessible through one of the circular cutouts in the side panel. 


During testing of the filter mod, it was observed that signal levels 
through the ceramic filter slowly decreased for about an hour or so while 

the R-390A came up to operating temperature, This problem was traced to a 
“deifty" C516 (the 51 pF silver mica capacitor across the pins of the variable 
ceramic trimmer (S71). Replacement of C516 cured this problem. 


The inductance of 64 3/4 turns of # 26 enameled copper wire can vary 
considerably from one Amidon FT-50-61 toroid to another, so it may be necessary 
for you to vary the value of the 250 pf or 300 pF capacitor (er both) to permit 
Ti and T2 to be tuned to resonance at 455 KHz. If you do not get two peaks 
for two different settings of the veriable ceramic triwmers 0564 and C57) 
when you adjust them, that is an indication of failure to achieve resonance, 
in which cage you will have to tinker with the value of the 250 pF or 300 
PF capacitor (or both). 


Is this filter mod worth the effort? Probably not. In fact, this wod 
is very close to, {f not, an "emperor's new clothes” mod because I have yer 
to find a listening situation where the 2 KHz or 4 Kz W does not vork about 
equally well, At beat, { would not expect to find more than one or two DX 
stteations per month where this mad makes any observable difference. And 
ag for making soneching hearable that was wt bearable before, 1t'T] never 
happen.

Ttiel@, NJ 07003. A friend in Rockland County, NY tells me WITR-1300 still has

Radio Was" old time radio shows with Act Fleming many hours (the same one on WSAI- 
1530 at 11:05PM). I read about WCRN-630 coming on. I am hearing a radio station 
carrying the audio from Trinity Broadcasting Network (the religious right TV net- 
vork} uninterrupted during nighttime hours, but never hear any ID's on the hour or 
half hour. Could this be WCRN? (No-DwS) I fully agree with ERC'’s comments about 
all the vitriol and mean-spiritedness on teh radio dial these days. It's terrible 
and very discouraging, I don't know how some people think! (That's the problem, 
they're not, {t's all show!-DWS)While staying at the Holiday Inn W in Newark, NJ 
the Ist night of the Old Time Radio convention, I noticed 530 was occupied by the 
Newark Airport station, giving directions vhere to park cars, etc- There vere at 
least 2 NJ Turnpike Authority stations on 1610, fighting with each other, with tra- 
ffic safety advisories. And there was another NJ Turnpike station on 590, which 
prevented me from hearing WARM-590, which I had expected to be able to monitor. it 
always had a day signal over NYC, including Manhattan & Brooklyn). When I returned 
home, I found the NY Turnpike operates stations on 530 in Rockland & Westchester 
Counties and 1610 was used by the Westchester County Center, promoting upcoming we- 
ekend shows & events taking place. Here in CT, S CT State University operates 
WOWL-530 New Haven, which is audible all over the 5 town qreater New Haven area, & 
comes in veakly all day long here in Stratford, about 18 miles avay. I don't know 
vhat their statue is. Is there a listing of all these TIS stations on 530 & 16107 
I knov the ones on 1610 will have to move when the AM band is expanded to 1700.

This has heen 
an excellent MW DX season, one of the best I can remember, Some of these numbers 
will give you an indication as to just how good.

My Ist new catch of 95 was one I've been af- 
ter for a couple of years, WBUG-1570, finally on top 1/4 1:08AM, IDing with WLFH- 
1230, format being CW. Nothing new until 1/16 when, happily, I caught bits/pieces 
of the WYNT-1000 test! Many short periods of tone were noted until 3:46AM when 
their signal became stronger, and a voice ID was heard. T'm particularly happy to 
log this one, for it is a locai at our vacation spot in Frederixsted, St. Croix. 
Interference came from CFL® in French and XEOY in Spanish, and not noted at all was 
the usual CKBW. WMVP was on their regular Monday AM silent period. 1/17 a Tues., 
T noted WSAT-1520 doing Spanish Gospel programming at 1:58AM! Long time not heard 
WHEC-1480 was atop this frequency 2:45-3AM. A new report was sent to WCRN-830, a 
new semi-local around here by day but zapped at night, to a verie signer given me 
by RAY ARRUDA. At sunset 1/17, somebody under WPOP-1410 with S-style gospel, call 
sounded like HKVT but that's a 1490-vT‘er. I did hear mention of Patrfax, VA- The 
WXRS-1590 test was listed in DX NEWS for Sat. 1/21 and in the IRCA for Mon. 1/23. 
As they were not heard on 1/21, naturally, I tried on 1/23, but still nothing and 
I even tried on 1/24, thinking they could have confused the date we expected them. 
That's alvays a risk when a program is requested to start at midnight, but still 
no sign of them. And on 1/21, I found WTLA-1200 (ex-WNSS/WKRT) on top most of the 
time with 30'e type pop tunes, and they were there also on 1/22 & 1/23, and a 3 
morning report sent, thanks again to RAY for the tip! They ID as WTLA N. Syracuse 
& WTLB-1310 Utica-Rome but no sign of the latter here. To TONY PITZHERBERT: what 
is the abbreviation WW-I? World War One perhaps? (westyood One, Ernie~DWS). And 
12/21 wasn't a Sunday, it was a Wednesday (7 thought it was still half past October 
lately!-DWS). I'm hoping the test from WAMR-1320 makes it, I have their PH veri- 
fied. What a strange winter, no snow yet except for 2 tiny flurries! Byerybody’s 
enjoying the warmish winter except the oif man. Forward - March!

Now, anyday, even as 
late as Thursday (including 1 no-show). It is indeed sad to read of one having to 
stop listening to the radio due to line noise from another source coming from out- 
side ones' property, Our iocal power company has a crew of 4 now which work on 
line noise problems alone and have been very helpful in tracking down noises from 
any of their sources. But the noise that comes in on the line from neighbors 
touch-lamps is something to hear, they basically put about 5 unmodulated carrier 
type signals all over the dial! The sets with good RFI/EMI filters (such as the 
R390's) do a reasonable job on getting it out but there is still a good level rad- 
dated off the power lines, which i'm sure that if a complaint was filed with the 
FCC and one could get them off their daffs, something could be done to cure it. 
One on-going battie which I have had for sometime is interference from a house 
showing up on the FM band (TY sweep interference). The cable company is not even 
on the planet when they've been called about it, nothing has been done. I'm sure 
that if any effort has been made by a person to find the noise and can isolate it 
to a specific area, the power company could cut the power off to the house to see 
if it goes away. If cooperation can't be found, I'm sure that the threat of legal 
action would make it go away real quick (hey, some people are a little hard-headed 
and you've got the right to listen to your radio interference free!). I'm sure 
that if the power company in a certain area is given a little shove, they can be 
your best help in finding interference problems, they just have to be reminded 

of some rules and regulations trom time to time. For those interested in the out- 
of band stuff: WFLA-970 has some type of studio-transmitter or tranamitter-studio 
link operating at 25.870 narrow band FM, it shows up here often but I've only 
heard WFLA a handfull of times over the years on 970! Any veries reported thus 
far from WNQM-1300? It was the only report IT sent out this season! And welcome 
back to BILL ALISAUSKAS, who rejoined as a direct resuit of the WPPI-1330 test 


(he did it!). Thanks to all for their continued support and CUN?! ca
